ANOTHER NEW LAW CHALLENGE 

A new Idaho law, which wa protested before It was 
Vfiled by the lost IcRlslature, has run Into tha in- 
evitable showdown. Oarrett Freight Linea of Poca- 
l«IIo Lt refualng in pay an aaxeoament oC tim levied 
by tho Pubilo UtillUea commUslon. The truck line 
aays it. will neither appeal nor pay the assessment. 

The law which caused this assessment to be made 
Is one which authorizes tha Public Utllltlea commLi- 
alon to make up the difference between t3S.70S voted 
It by the legislature and what tho PUO will spend. 
tlIlB,Sll}. Tho difference Is to coma from as.icasins 
tho carrlcra nnd utilities which tha PUC reftulatci. 

Our objection to this method of raising fundi " 
that when carrlera and utilities are directly coi 
pensating the PUO for lla decisions, tha way « 
open for a kind ot contact thnt la not healthy for 
any of the concerned parties or tha people ot Idaho. 
The purpoM or tho PUC L-i to ptoMct U\6 people " 
the stato iln rat« regulation, at the same time p' 
serving trie operation of tha service Involved. By nil 
means, tho PUO should not have a atatai which 
forcM It to obtain part of Its operaUng revenue from 
thoia It regulates. 

Apparently, tha Garrett firm. Is willing to 
wluil It claims Is an "unconstitutional delcRatlon of 
taxing authority to an administrative body." And li 
would- not Bcem that the truck line would be pro- 
ceeding In Uiia manner If it "did not feel there was 
reasonable basLi for Its stand. It will be JntcrcsUng to 
observe tlio outcome of this contest, especially it the 
courts ntflrm tho Garrett atnnd aince the PUC Is ro- 
Ing to be ahort a lot of money. 

This Is another of many Instances where law* 
passed by the 1055 legislature became Involved in dLi- 
pute. It aeema rather plain that the next IcRlslnture 
will need mora legal assLitance to avoid paaslnR leRi:i- 
lation which runs Into trouble. There Li no purpcie 
In paiulng unconstitutional legislation. That has been 
proven aeveral times tJila year,— Bolso Statesman.

Each day firings new strnwj In 
the warmer wind out of the east.

There are people as lore who 
think -they have the answer.

What Is the American farm prob- 
lem? Its most distressing symptom 
Is tlie t5,370,D2Q,000 surplus taken 
ott the farmer's hands by the rov- 
cmmcnt. But what'a the cause? 

"Too much production," says 
another. 

It overproduction is ttis cause, 
the cure would seem to be In hold- 
InR' down production. Hie duinrt- 
ment ot aariculture tries to do this 
by.controlllnR pUnllnit and mar- 
keting under laws datlns back to 
and, beyond IB35 when ihe.Kovem- 
mcnt-pald-farmers*To kill their 
piRn and plow under theb: cotton. 

Increased consumption Is a coal, 
too. The most notable succe.u has 
been with the dairy surplus. The 
school lunch proRrnm pours Ions 
ot milk Into school children, who. 
In many cases, would otherwise 
have none. Melted down butter, 
sent India as a flil. Is accepted ns 
a 1 delicacy. 

America's farm laws are aimed 
at Ruaranlcelns the farmer that, 
borrlnr some freak ot weather or 
bugs, ha can count on a certain 
minimum return tor his crop. That 
takes much of the rucss out of a 
"by Buess and by aod'''calllnK.' 
— Tho - laws - do not discriminate 
amonff farmers. The top two mil- 
lion who produce half the country's 
farm soods by value get the same 
treatment as the seven million who 
turn out 39 per cent, or the 13 mil- 
lion who Uv* on tha frloRcs of 
starvation. . . 

The aRricullure department reck- 
ons Its support ot the farmer In 
terms ot purchoslnR power.- It does 
this with a standard called parity. 

Defenders of parity say it does no 
more for tho farmer than a wage 
contract docs for his city cousins. 
Detractors decry It ss an outmoded 
link wltli the past, a bar to incen- 
tive and etriclcncy and a breeder 
of Rovernmcnt controls. 

Charles Brannan thouRht hs had 
a better solution than parity— pea- 
Bed price suppoils. As secrtVary ot 
aarlcullure In the Trumnn admin- 
istration In IDID he put his plan to 
conaress this way: 

■■Let prices HO down if they will. 
Then let tbe Rovrrnment pay form- 
ers a RUnrnntced annual cash In- 
come for producInK our food. Thus 
consumers would Rct cheaper food, 
and farmers wpuid Rct ihclr Income 



)y his Inability to say precisely how 
much It would cost, it was killed, 
hut It left a lively ahosl. 

Secretary of ARrlculturo Benson 
announced Aua. 18 a kind of sub- 
sidy plan for cotton slartlna after 
next JRn. l. Last April he put aub- 
sldy payments In clfect tor wool 
and mohair, trylna to build up the 
Industr)'. 

Still the subsidy vs. supports bat- 
tle roars on. Every now and then a 
man like - Senator Eastland, D., 
Miss., himself a farmer, steps into 
the middle of the fray with an Idta 
to deal with a porUcular product. 

Eastland came up this year with 
what he called a ■■bold new plan" 
lor cotton. In essence It was to lower 
cotton supports from SO to BO per 
cent of parity. Increase aHoted 
acreage from 18 million to 33 million

Eastland also Is prcsslna f'"' leg- 
IsIaUon which would raise the stan- 
dard ot cotton eligible tor supports.
